Opposition to concerts on the Halifax 
Common continues, even with one of the 
largest proponents of private events on 
the popular public green space out of 
business. 

Connaught-Quinpool Coun. Jennifer 
Watts presented a petition of 2,135 names 
opposing concerts on the Common to 
Halifax regional council last night. 

The petition, organized by Kenna 
Manos, requests “no more publicly subsi- 
dized-profit-driven concerts that prevent 
our use of the Halifax commons and the 
public green space be designated for the 
free use of all citizens.” 

The petition was read into the record 
at council last night, with no discussion. 

In March, Watts put forward a motion 
that wound up being defeated 21-2 to ban 
concerts on the North Common, suggest¬ 
ing the Garrison Grounds on the other 
side of Citadel Hill was a more appropri¬ 
ate venue. 

Garrison Grounds can accommodate 
up to 30,000 people — more than the to-

tal number of concertgoers at this sum¬ 
mer’s Black Eyed Peas show. Of the esti¬ 
mated crowd of 20,000 who came to see 
the Peas, several thousand didn’t even 
pay to get in, it’s been reported. 

There was a total of two outdoor con¬ 
certs on the Common this summer, “both 
of which could have fit quite nicely on 
the Garrison Grounds,” Watts said. 

She told council the Peas show and a 
two-day country rock festival featuring 
Alan Jackson in August offered a learning 
experience for the municipality.

Halifax regional council 
gave the go-ahead yester¬ 
day to bring about 40 mu¬ 
nicipal committees under 
the heading of six “stand¬ 
ing committees.” 

Under the standing com¬ 
mittee structure, the ma¬ 
jority of previously existing 
committees will be 
grouped by themes. 

For example, the new 
standing committee for 
transportation will include 
the current active transport 
committee, transit advisoiy 


committee and the region¬ 
al trails advisory. 

The new structure 
means more councillors 
will sit on fewer commit¬ 
tees with larger mandates. 

Coun. Steve Streatch, 
who sits on the member¬ 
ship selection committee 
responsible for the recom¬ 
mendation, called the 
move a “maturing” of 
council. 

“This represents many, 
many months and indeed 
years ... to get to this 


point,” he said. 

Council was not without 
concerns, however. 

Coun. Peter Lund ex¬ 
pressed worries the cre¬ 
ation of standing 
committees would add an¬ 
other level of governance. 
Municipal Clerk Cathy Mel- 
let said staff believe they 
will have the opposite ef¬ 
fect, making the commit¬ 
tee process more efficient 
and effective. 

But Coun. Jennifer Watts 
said her experience with 


the current committee 
structure seemed efficient 
and effective enough — a 
sentiment echoed by Coun. 
Gloria McCluslcey. 

Despite the concerns, an 


overwhelming majority 
voted for the standing com¬ 
mittee structure, which 
will be implemented this 
fall.

looking for an opportunity 
over the next couple of 
months to make sure 
they’ve had their vaccina¬ 
tion,” Strang said. 

Besides, the flu is usually 
polite enough to show up 
after the holidays. 

H1N1 hit the countiy 
hard last year because it 
was a widespread new 
strain, but Strang said he 
doesn’t expect another pan¬ 
demic this year. 


“What we’re seeing is a 
small variation of existing 
strains, which is what hap¬ 
pens in most regular flu 


seasons.” 

About half the popula¬ 
tion in the province got a 
flu shot last year and Strang 


said he’s hoping at least 
that many will roll up their 
sleeves for the shot this 
year. • Jennifer taplin

The first man to be freed 
from the San Jose mine 
was lifted to the surface 
just after midnight last 
night after miraculously 
surviving more than two 
months below ground. 

Chile’s Mining Minister 
Laurence Golborne an¬ 
nounced the planned res¬ 
cue at a news conference 
near the mine site yester¬ 
day, and as of press time 
rescuers had successfuly 
raised miner Florencio 
Avalos to the surface. 

Right up until the first 
rescue, personnel had 
been carrying out final 
tests of the equipment 
used to lift the miners up 
to safety. These included 
testing the human capsule 
and winching system used

Media outlets at Camp 
Hope near the mine site re¬ 
ported there was a huge 
sense of excitement build¬ 
ing up among the miners’ 
families. The miners’ rela¬ 
tives have been immersed 
in the grand preparations 
to welcome Chile’s trapped 
miners upon their rescue. 

However, a leading psy¬ 
chologist at the mine has 
warned that the miners 
should be received in a 
most appropriate fashion, 
allowing them to enjoy a 
considerable period of seri¬ 
ous rest before any major 
partying. 

Alberto Iturra, the chief 
of the psychologists’ team 
supporting the trapped 
miners, along with mem¬ 
bers of the Chilean Securi¬ 
ty Association, wants to put 
a damper on the impend¬ 
ing festivities, recommend¬ 
ing a minimum rest period 
of 15 days for the miners 
upon their rescue.

Ukraine reeling from 
train track tragedy 


Crash details 

► Road and railway accidents 
are common in Ukraine, 
where the roads are in 
poor condition and 
vehicles poorly cared for.

A train locomotive rammed 
through a stalled passenger 
bus on a railroad crossing 
in eastern Ukraine yester¬ 
day, killing 43 people and 
injuring eight others as the 
bus was pushed 300 metres 
down the tracks. 

Investigators said the 
bus driver ignored the 
siren of the oncoming 
train, and the bus stalled 
on the tracks as the driver 
tried to shift gears. Wit¬ 
nesses said the driver also 
ignored a red light. 

The yellow bus was 
smashed into a pile of met¬ 
al by the blue locomotive, 
which was not pulling any 


cars. Television footage 
showed emergency work¬ 
ers piling bodies alongside 
the tracks outside the town 
of Marhanets in the 
Dnipropetrovsk region. 

“The driver violated traf¬ 
fic rules,” said Lyudmila 
Bolshakova, spokeswoman 
for local police. 

Ukraine’s Railways said 
the train driver saw the bus 
heading toward the tracks 
and sounded the distress 
siren, which the driver ig¬ 
nored. The train driver ap¬ 
plied the emergency brake 
system, but the locomotive 
was unable to stop in time.

O Ottawa deficit hit a record $55.6 billion last year 
O No new spending or cost-cutting measures in update 


Ottawa suffered the 
biggest deficit in history 
last year at $55.6 billion, 
but Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty says the govern¬ 
ment remains on track to 
balance the budget in just 
over five years. 

In a fiscal update deliv¬ 
ered yesterday, Flaherty 
said Ottawa is roughly on 
track with its projections 
for spending and rev¬ 
enues and will record its 
first surplus in eight years 
in 2015-16. 

The plan to bring the 
budget back to balance 
will ensure that the feder¬ 
al debt, measured relative 
to the size of the econo¬ 
my, resumes its down¬ 
ward track by 2012-13,” 
Flaherty told a lunch host¬ 
ed by the Mississauga Chi¬ 
nese Business Association.

“Our government’s

— the 2010-11 period — is 
expected to be $3.7 billion 
less than the $49.2 billion 
shortfall previously pro¬ 
jected.

Mexico’s drug traffickers 
are likely to lose 
customers in America’s 
largest pot consuming 
state if California legalizes 
marijuana, but they won’t 
lose much money overall 
because California’s resi¬ 
dents already prefer to 
grow their own, according 
to a study released yester¬ 
day. 

That means the propos¬ 
al on the state’s 
November ballot to legal¬ 
ize marijuana also will do 
little to quell the drug 
gangs’ violent and sophis¬ 
ticated organizations that 
generate billions of 
dollars a year, according 
to the study by the non¬ 
partisan RAND Drug Poli¬ 


cy Research Center. 

Californians, who make 
up one-seventh of the U.S. 
marijuana market, 
already are farming mari¬ 
juana at a much higher 
rate than in neighbouring 
states and tend to buy do¬ 
mestic rather than smug¬ 
gled marijuana, the study 
found. 

California voters will 
decide next month 


whether to legalize and 
tax their own recreational 
use of marijuana. 

The measure is being 
closely watched in Mexi¬ 
co, where more than 
28,000 people have died 
in drug violence since 
Mexico’s President Felipe 
Calderon launched his 
crackdown on organized 
crime in late 2006.

Leaping over the usual job

Bury a criminal record, a 
youthftil mishap, or even 
an eyebrow-arching em¬ 
ployment gap onto that re¬ 
sume, and you could easily 
feel like the last untouch¬ 
able the corporate commu¬ 
nity will ever deign to hire. 

That self-skepticism, mo¬ 
tivational coach Eric Mayo 
warns, is one of the true 
burdens of a criminal past. 

“I wouldn’t rule out ap¬ 


plying to a job you feel 
qualified for,” he encour¬ 
ages. 

“You may get only 
some of the jobs you 
apply for, but you 
get none of the 
jobs you don’t A 
apply for.” 

That said, ^ 
some enter¬ 
prises put 
out a softer 
welcome 
mat than M 
others. The 
powers-that- 
hire at small 
businesses or in¬ 
dependent temp¬ 
ing agencies are more 
likely to shrug their 
shoulders at a one-off battle 
with the law than an HR 
rep towing multinational 
corporate policy.

COURTS SYMPATHETIC TO STAFF DISHONESTY 


D avid Leitner 
could have 
made 
Pinocchio 
proud. But, as 
his employer 
Wyeth Canada recently 
learned, proof of 
workplace dishonesty may 
be present, but it seldom 
matters if the punishment 
doesn’t fit the crime. 

Having conducted a ran¬ 
dom audit into employee 
expense claims, Wyeth de¬ 
termined that Leitner had 
lied on a number of his 


claims and that he know¬ 
ingly submitted personal 
receipts for 
reimbursement. 

Leitner was summoned 
to an unscheduled 
interview and asked to jus¬ 
tify his actions. Leitner ex¬ 
plained that, he disliked 
filling out expense reports 
and often submitted the 
claim long after the 
expenses were incurred 
and when his recollection 
of the expense had long 
since faded. Further, since 
some of the receipts were 
missing, he admitted to us¬ 


ing personal receipts 
instead. Leitner adamantly 
denied trying to defraud 
the company. Instead, he 
pleaded that he was 
simply trying to get reim¬ 
bursed for the money he 
spent. 

Wyeth did not buy Leit¬ 
ner’s explanation. The 
company believed he was 
dishonest to the point of 
being fraudulent. 

Although the total cost of 
the expenses in question 
was less than $500, Wyeth 
fired Leitner for “just 
cause.” 


The legal doctrine of 
“just cause” allows 
employers to terminate 
employees without notice 
or severance where their 
conduct is so grave, no em¬ 
ployer should be expected 
to tolerate it. However, 
Canadian courts only con¬ 
sider the most severe 
forms of misconduct suffi¬ 
cient to meet this test. 

Here, Ontario Superior 
Court Justice Romain Pitt 
found that Leitner’s termi¬ 
nation for just cause was 
not justified. According to 
Justice Pitt, Leitner’s con¬ 


duct was more akin to 
recklessness not 
fraudulence and Wyeth 
should have considered 
his long record of good 
service before firing him 
for just cause. What can 
employees and employers 
take from this case? 

— Employees should 
challenge being terminat¬ 
ed for just cause, even if 
they have engaged in some 
misconduct. Given the 
courts’ predilection for 
awarding severance, the 
ends often justify the 
means.

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Emergency clause 
gives Devils room 

o New Jersey’s barren lineup raises CBA questions that are 
without easy answers O Club dressed 17 players Monday 


The New Jersey Devils have 
given the hockey world no 
shortage of things to talk 
about over the last few 
months. 

The most recent topic of 
conversation is the cap- 
strapped team’s decision to 
dress only 17 players 
against Pittsburgh Monday 
afternoon — a move that 
comes with plenty of inter¬ 
esting questions about the 
salary cap. 

NHL teams are supposed 
to ice lineups with 20 play¬ 
ers, including goaltenders. 
Injuries to Brian Rolston 
and Anton Volchenkov, and 
a one-game suspension to 
Pierre Luc Letourneau- 
Leblond accounted for New 
Jersey’s missing players. 

Under normal circum¬ 
stances, a team would prob¬ 
ably have called up some 
replacements from the 
American Hockey League. 
But the Devils didn’t have 
room under the $59.4-mil- 
lion US salary cap to add 
anyone else to their roster. 

As a result, they sent out 
just 15 skaters and two

goaltenders for a 3-1 loss to 
the Penguins. The NHL al¬ 
lowed it to happen because 
the situation constituted an 
“emergency” — at least as 
it’s applied to clause 16.4 (b) 
of the CBA: “Except in case 
of emergency, there shall 
be no reduction of the re¬ 
quired minimum playing 
rosters of the clubs, below 
eighteen (18) skaters and 
two (2) goaltenders.” 

Fair enough. But what 
now? 

Devils GM Lou Lamoriel- 
lo told reporters in New Jer¬ 
sey the team will dress 18 
players for its game in Buf¬ 
falo today, including newly 
signed forward Adam Mair. 
Some in the hockey 


world are suggesting this 
essentially amounts to cir¬ 
cumvention of the salaiy 
cap — something the Devils 
were penalized for in the 
Ilya Kovalchuk negotiations 
— because they are avoid¬ 
ing making a tough roster 
decision by going short- 
staffed. 

Others point to the fact 
that teams have been al¬ 
lowed to employ the tactic 
in the past, including the 
Calgary Flames in 2009 and 
the Devils themselves in 
2007. 

The key question to con¬ 
sider is at what point does 
the Devils situation cease to 
be an emergency rather 
than regular practice? At 
least for now, it passes 
muster. 

“At this point in time, we 
believe that New Jersey’s 
decisions vis-a-vis its roster 
and gameday lineup have 
been compliant with the 
team’s obligations under 
the CBA,” deputy commis¬ 
sioner Bill Daly said yester¬ 
day.

Very seldom do auto com¬ 
panies make giant strides 
in fuel economy through 
the use of single technolo¬ 
gies.

“Smart” alternator 
technology, which is used 
by several auto manufac¬ 
turers, consists primarily 
of software programming 
in the vehicle’s existing 
engine control module, 
making it a relatively sim¬ 
ple and inexpensive way 
to save fuel. 


these systems, and when it 
gets low enough, it says, ‘I 
need more energy,’ and 
the alternator feeds the 
batteiy,” says John Juriga, 
director of powertrain at 
the Hyundai Kia America 
Technical Center in De¬ 
troit, Michigan. “With a 
smart alternator, there’s a 
constant check as to what 
the battery voltage is.” 

Unlike a conventional 
system, the smart alterna¬ 
tor selects the best time to 
recharge the batteiy, such 
as during deceleration. 
When the driver is acceler¬ 
ating, and if the batteiy 
doesn’t need to be charged 
immediately, the smart al¬ 
ternator holds off. “You 
want that energy to go to 
the wheels, to move the 


vehicle forward,” Juriga 
says. 

The smart alternator it¬ 
self contains some elec¬ 
tronics, but the system 
primarily depends on the 
engine control module, 
which determines the bat¬ 
teiy’s charge, the vehicle’s 
speed, and if the car is de¬ 
celerating. 

“If the batteiy voltage 
was below the minimum 
threshold, it would still 
charge the batteiy during 
acceleration,” Juriga says. 

“You’d lose a little per¬ 
formance, but the batteiy 
takes priority and that’s 
why it’s ‘smart.’ It can de¬ 
cide when it makes the 
most sense to charge the 
battery, rather than just 
being ignorant of how the 
vehicle is operating. 
They’re small numbers (in 
fuel savings), but eveiy- 
thing counts.”

The latest Ford F -150 is a prime example 


H enry Ford 
was backed 
into a cor¬ 
ner. It was 
late in the 
1920s, and 
both Plymouth and 
Chevrolet had modern 
cars with new six-cylin¬ 
der engines. Ford, 
however, was still plug¬ 
ging away with the long- 
in-the-tooth four-cylinder 
Model A. 

Chevy, in particular, 


was eating big chunks of 
Henry’s lunch. 

He knew he had to do 
something drastic. 

He charged his best 
engineers to design a 
low-priced V8 motor 
with a one-piece cylinder 
block. Previous V8 
designs had two or more 
sections, making them 
very labour intensive to 
build, and consequently, 
expensive. 

The resulting motor 



displaced 221 cubic inch¬ 
es (3.6-litres), made 65 
hp, and debuted in the 
1932 Ford 18 (soon to be 
known and loved as “The 
Deuce”). 

Reliability didn’t come 
overnight, but when it 
did, so did V8 love on a 
big scale. The mass-pro¬ 
duced V8 was on its way 
to becoming the bedrock 
of the American auto in¬ 
dustry, and an American 
icon. 

Fast forward to the 
2011 model year, and we 
see that Ford has once 
again done some heavy 
thinking about the V8. 
The current and best-sell¬ 
ing F-150 full-size pickup 
has flaunted its “all V8” 
powertrain choices for 
some time now, but 2011 
sees it embrace a new vi¬ 
sion — two new V6s, and 
two new V8s. 

It’s the most extensive

But the inclusion of 
the new 5.0-litre V8, 
which also sees duty in 
the 2011 Mustang GT, 
speaks volumes about 
the continuing allure of 
the V8 engine.
